FIRST DAY. 


CounciL CHAMBER, 
CHEYENNE, Wyo., January 8th, 1884. 

At twelve o’clock M. this day, Hon. E. S. N. Morgan; Secre- 
tary of the Territory, called the Council to order and thereupon 
called the roll of the members elected to the Council of the 
Eighth Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Wyoming, and 
the following named gentlemen answered to their names as mem- 
bers, viz: 

From Albany County——W. H. Holliday, Robert Homer and 
John W. Gray. 

From Carbon County—E. W. Bennett and Wm. Daley. 


From Laramie County-——A. T. Babbitt, Philip Dater, F. E. 
Warren and W. C. Irvine. 

From Sweetwater County—P. J. Hines. 

From Uinta County—A. V. Quinn and E. S. Whittier. 

The Hon. Secretary then informed the Council that there was 
a quorum present and that the election of a temporary president 
would be next in order. Thereupon, on motion of Mr. Irvine of 
Laramie County, Hon. Philip Dater of said County was elected 
temporary president of the Council, who in appropriate remarks 
expressed his appreciation of the honor conferred, and thereafter 
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on motion of Hon. W. C. Irvine, W. L. Kuykendall was elected 
temporary chief clerk of the Council. 

On motion of Hon. P. J. Hines the president appointed a com- 
mittee of five on credentials consisting of Messrs. Hines, Babbitt, 
Homer, Bennett and Irvine. 

On motion of Mr. Irvine the Council took a recess of 15 min- 
utes. 

Council was called to order by the president, whereupon the 
committee on credentials made the following report, viz:

On motion of Mr. Quinn, a committee of three members con- 
sisting of Messrs. Quinn, Warren and Hines was appointed to 
wait upon Hon. James B. Sener, Chief Justice of the Territory, 
and request him to administer the oath of office to the members 
of the Council. 

On motion of Mr. Irvine a recess was taken until report of last 
named committee. 

Said committee being ready to report the Council was called 
to order. by the president. Whereupon said committee reported, 
presenting the Hon. Chief Justice. Thereupon the roll was 
called and members all being present the oath of office known as 
the iron-clad oath was administered by said Chief Justice to the 
members hereinbefore mentioned. 

On motion of Mr. Irvine the Council adjourned until 2 o’clock 
p. m. to-morrow.

Mr. Whittier offered the following resolution and on his motion 
the same was adopted:

On motion of Mr. Warren the Council rules of last session 
were adopted for the government of the Council until the adopt- 
ion of new rules. 

On motion of Mr. Irvine Wm. W. Jeffrey was elected engross- 
ing and enrolling clerk. 

Mr. Irvine offered the following resolution: 

Resolved, That when the office of page be created that Master 
Johnnie Nealon be appointed as page for the Council. 


And on his motion the same was adopted. 

On motion of Mr. Homer, Louis Zollman was elected nies- 
senger. , 

On motion of Mr. Hines the Council proceeded to the selection 


‘ of seats in the following manner: the chief clerk was instructed 
to prepare five slips of paper and number them 1, 2, 3, 4, 5; and 


that the right to a choice of seats should be determined in accord- 
ance with the number drawn by one member from each County. 

Thereupon said drawing was had and the seat of each member 
was selected thereunder.
